It is 
called the Eyesight Conservation 
Council of America. This body is 
fortunate in having Mr. Guy A. 
Henry as its director-general. In 
an address on saving children’s 
eyes, Mr. Henry made the interest- 
ing observation that it took mil- 
lioms of years to develop the hu- 
man eye for use out of doors, and 
civilization has allowed it abput 
five centuries to adapt toe reading 
indoors, and that makes us wonder 
what percentage of the population 
of any state could read and write 
five centuries ago. 

Most eye troubles begin in youth. 
It is during childhood that eye 
care should be most zealously 
taught and practiced. Many ere 
defects, if uncorrected at that time, 
increase steadily with age. 

Thousands of children start their 
school work every year handi- 
capped because their parents have 
not given their_eyes proper atten- 
tion, Early care will prevent or 
eorrect many faults, and an ob- 
servant mother can detect quite a 
number of very significant symp- 
toms. It is suspicious. for ex. 
ample, if a child tends to hold 
things too close to its eyes: 12 or 15 
inches is about the norma! 
tance. Equally suspicious is a ten. 
dency of the eyes to cross. Both 
these errors cry out for examina- 
tion by a good eye specialist. The 
eve.

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ORATIO NELSON, a young British na- 
HK val officer, was about to board his ship, 

the Albemarle, and sail from Quebec. 
In fact, he had been rowed out to the ship, 
when he suddenly gave the boat crew an 
order to return to the shore with all speed. 
The moment he landed he hurried toward 
the town. On the way he met a friend 
named Davison, to whom he confided that 
he could not leave Quebec without first pro- 
posing marriage to a woman who had fallen 
in love with him there. Davison, who knew 
the woman, cried: 

“Your utter ruin must follow such 
act.” 

‘Let it follow, then,” said Nelson. 
am resolved to do it.” 

“And I am resolved you shall not,” re- 
torted Davison, taking the Little officer by 
the shoulder and propelling him by main 
force back to the boat. 

A little later Nelson was at St. Omer, in 
France. There he had an ardent but brief 
love affair with a Miss Andrews, daughter 
of an English clergyman. But the match 
was broken off and Nelson was ordered to 
Antigua. In the tropics he consoled him- 
self with a Mrs. Montray, a belle of the 
garrison town. 

“If it were not for her,” he wrote, “J 
should almost hang myself in this infernal] 
hole.” ’ 

But the affair came to nothing, Mrs. Mon- 
tray sailing for England and leaving her 
sailor lover to find a successor for her as 
best he could. The task was easy. Mrs. 
Nisbet, the young and pretty widow of a 
young physician, fell in love with him. The 
Governor of Nevis wrote this of a call he 
paid Nelson: 

“I found the great little man, of whom

N March, 1787, when he was 29, Nelson 
married Mrs. Nisbet. And for a time 
they were very happy together. 

Nelson was beginning to be known as one 
of the greatest men of the age. Already he 
was England’s idol. Victory after victory 
he won at sea over Ais country’s foes. One 
arm was shot away. One eye was blinded. 
He was scarred by other wounds. Yet wom- 
en, instead of being repelled by these blem- 
ishes, more and more regarded him as a 
demi-god. 

Then came the supreme love of his life— 
the affair that stained his great soul and 
broke his gentile wife’s heart. He met the 
notorious Lady Hamilton. She turned to 
him at once from a horde of younger, hand- 
somer admirers. As for Nelson, he prompt- 
ly became her helpless slave.. 

Lady Hamilton had been successively a 
pauper, a maid-servant, a bar-maid, and a 
“human advertisement” in a quack doctor 
show. She had drifted thence from very 
bad to considerably worse, and had all at 
once been raised unexpectedly to dizzy 
heights by marrying Sir William Hamilton, 
an elderly English diplomat. 


She was Nelson’s evil genius. He fell un- 


toward conquered foes—acts it is pleasanter 
to forget, as they partially dim the man’s 
heroic greatness. Once in talking to his 
wife, Nelson spoke of “dear Lady Hamil- 
ton.” 

“I am sick of hearing of 
Hamilton!” cried Lady Nelson in sudden 
anger. “I am resolved you shall give up 
either her or me.” ; 


‘dear’ Lady 


T was an ultimatum and it brought mat- 
| cars to a crisis. Lady Nelson left her 

husband. He and she met but once after 
that. Yet many years after his death his 
wife used to kiss his picture and sigh that 
her heart was broken. 

When Nelson was not at sea he spent 
every leisure hour in Lady Hamilton’s so- 
ciety. She was clever enough to understand 
his character, which his loving and not 
very brilliant wife had never done. Lady 
Nelson had forever begged him to retire 
from active service. Lady Hamilton spurred 
him on to fresh conquests. 

Mortally wounded during the sea fight of 
Trafalgar, when he wiped out the mighty 
French fleet, Nelson was carried beldw. 
With almost his last breath he panted: 


“Take care of poor Lady Hamilton! Re- 
member, I leave Lady Hamilton and my 
daughter Horatio as a legacy to my coun- 
try!’ 

His country, while honoring Nelson's 
memory to the fullest, paid no heed what- 
ever to his request that Lady Hamilton be 
cared for. Indeed, her private life and her 
evil influence over an otherwise blameless 
man had won her the contempt of all de- 
cent people. She died in poverty and dis- 
grace,
